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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has amended claims 1, 10, 11, 14, 26, and 29 to include a forwarder/relay service. Applicant has 
also amended claims 1 1 and 26 to further recite that the service is lost instead of interrupted. A forwarder/relay was not previously 
claimed; the proposed amendments will not be entered because they raise new issues that will consider further consideration. The 
citation of "restoring previous states ..." can be found in column 3, lines 42-61 instead of column 1 due to a typographical error. In 
addition to using a session waiting, Richards also teaches re-establishing connection in the case of a lost session (column 12, claim 23) 
as mentioned previously in the offfice action while the other session is still connected (column 12, lines 25-45). Applicant argues that 
Alkhatib discloses creating new connection when an old connection is timed out. Alkhatib discloses maintaining connection (column 2, 
lines 21-25) and Alkhatib discloses that "a connection is timed out only when many clients are trying to establish connection at the same 
time otherwise, locked out requsests will be dropped instead of being explicitly denied so that the locked out client can have another 
chance to connect, in this case the only noticeable change in service is a momentary slowness" (column 6, lines 14-25). In addition, 
prior art (Jade et al, applicant's disclosure column 5, lines 2-49) discloses the limitation of "maintaining the second session if the first 
session is temporarily lost and re-establishing a virtual connection. This limitation is also well known in roaming network when roaming 
from one network to another. For at least the reasons cited above and in the office action, the request for reconsideration has been 
considered but does not place the application in condition for allowance. 
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
